1* Su mmary - The volume of Soviet Press coverage of the Cuban crisis 
slackened precept ibly on October 31 with material on the upcoming 45th 
anniversary of the October Revolution now dominating all papers, Although 
references to Soviet military strength were more subdued than last 
t .e press still carried warnings concerning the "irresponsibility" 
"provocative" elements in the US who sought to prolong the crisis. 
November 1, press comment appeared directed against US resumption 
quarantine and toward impressing on the Soviet people the necessity of 
obtaining concrete guarantees against future invasion attempts. Although 
Castro's five demands, which were said to receive r wide support from peace 
loving peoples", were given considerable publicity, Soviet propaganda media 
did not suggest thst the USSR would demand their fulfillment. Jamming of 
VOA news appeared to be somewhat heavier than a day ago, covering most 
news items.
